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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 
SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Chatham: 

The  only  change  in  our  teaching  staff  this  year  is  at 
Green  HiH.  Miss  Ona  Grindle  resigned  during  the  summer 
and  Miss  Lena  T.  LaPierre  of  Gorham,  N.H.,  was  engaged 
as  her  successor.  Miss  LaPierre  is  a  graduate  of  Plymouth 
normal  school  and  has  had  five  years  of  previous  experience. 

The  superintendent  believes  that  all  of  our  teachers 
are  efficient  and  that  the  work  done  is  of  a  high  order. 

The  amount  of  state-aid  money  for  next  year  will  be 
known  before  the  March  meeting.  The  per  capita  tax 
for  next  year  is  $78.  The  new  equalization  for  1937  and 
1938  is  $207,560,  and  the  tax  to  be  raised  to  qualify  for 
state-aid  is  $1,037.80  in  addition  to  statutory  obligations. 

Seven  Chatham  pupils  are  attending  high  school  this 
year.  Louise  Garland  is  at  Tarn  worth  High  school ;  six  at 
Fryeburg  Academy.  These  are:  Reba  Anderson,  Pauline 
Emerson,  Leonard  Garland,  Marilyn  Hill,  Abbie  Weeks  and 
Evelyn  Winslow.
